Wage Going to 
*2.10 an hour Jan. 1 


The Maine law nov in effect re- 
quires the Maine minimum wage 
to be increased to the same am- 
ount as the highest federal rate on 
the same date as the Federal in- 
crease. Because of the increase 
in the Federal minimum wage, 
Maine minimum wage will in- 
crease from $2.00 to $2.10 on Janu- 
ary 1 and will be increased to 
$2.30 on January 1, 1976 

Nursing homes and hospitals 
will ot be included in the increase 
to $2.10 by Maine law, but will be 
poe ae to certain increases by the 
Federal law. 

Also, the rate for students who 
are less than 19 years old will be 
increased on January 1 from: $1.50 
per hour to $1.58 per hour under 
the Maine law. 

The only change in Maine mini- 
Mum wage law on January 1 will 
be the hourly rate increase, but 
this Increase will caver all busi- 
nesses that are now subject ty 
Maine's $2.00 rate, regardless ag 
to the size of the business or the 
number of employees.

A postponed regular meeting of 


the S. A. D. 44 board of directors 
was held in the Library at Telstar 
Regional High School on Monday 
evening, Dec. 9. Originally sched- 
uled for Dec. 2, possibly difficult 
driving conditions caused its post- 
ponement, | 

Ralph Niemi, driver education 
instructor at Telstar Regional High 
School reported with regard to the 
program: at the school Mr. Niemi 
said that the course is set up to 
provide classes of 24 students in 
each of the quarters of the acad- 
emic year. Each student is re- 
quired to participate in 30 hours 
class time and six hours of driving. 
The driving time is arranged dur- 
ing the student’s free time. There 
were 141 students who expressed 
an interest in the course, Priority 
was given to seniors, junior, soph- 
omores, etc, in that order to fill 
the quarterly classes, Mr. Niemi
